REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2008 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact 
your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) A 
fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence 
and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For

Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire 
danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, the rains started to fall 
during the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the 
year. The acreage burned was less than that of 2007. The largest forest 
fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake

Mountain in Rumney on White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 
acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires 
small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate 
spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the 
wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable 
wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during trhe 2008 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free 
of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of Orange, New Hampshire 
Year Ending December 31, 2008 


We extend our thanks once again to the Town Officials for their cooperation and 
assistance in carrying out the 2008 audit. Their time and effort is most 
appreciated. As a result of this year’s audit, we are recommending the following 
change to procedures. 


The Treasurer’s monthly report to the Selectmen contains both MTD and YTD 
totals for Selectmen’s orders to pay (vouchers). The Selectmen should be 
verifying both of these totals with their spreadsheet to make sure they agree. If 
more detail is required, the Treasurer also provides a detailed listing of the 
vouchers paid each month. This year an insignificant discrepancy was found and 
corrected. It was the result of an input error on a spreadsheet prepared by the 
Selectmen when rolling the month forward. Reviewing the YTD Selectmen's 
orders to pay would ensure that any errors like this get corrected before the end 
of the year. For ease of balancing, the Treasurer should list the Tax Anticipation 
Note payment on a separate line so the Selectmen’s orders to pay total 
represents voucher totals only. The Treasurer’s YTD total should balance with 
the Selectmen’s YTD total each month. We would also recommend the 
Selectmen respond to Treasurer via email each month indicating they balance 
with the Treasurer’s totals or if they don't, noting any discrepancies. This would 
give the Treasurer confirmation that the Selectmen have both received the 
reports and agree with the totals. 


All of the Town’s accounts balanced after making the minor adjustment 
mentioned above. In our opinion, the Officer’s reports accurately reflect the 
financial position of the Town of Orange for the year ending December 31, 
2008.

The Fair Tax 
Coalition drew up this article, 88 towns have agreed to put it on their warrant. It 
indicates to our respected officials that people will entertain new taxes. He 
agrees with Mr Sova but he is not sure that changing the wording will fit into the 
goal of the Coalition. Barbara Smith feels that Charlies amendment is something 
that should be added to the resolution. Kathy Stacey asked the difference 
between a warrant article and a resolution. Danny Hazelton explained that a 
group of citizens could put an article on the warrant if they collect the necessary 
amount of signatures to do so. Charlie wants something done this year to send a 
message to our representatives. Dorothy Heinrich said that 88 towns have voted 
on this article she would like to soften the amendment to blend with the original 
article. Charlie said, yes, 88 towns have voted on this article but they to have 
also made amendments 
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Dave Stratton suggests that we do not vote for the amendment to keep the 
petition strong. 

VOTE AMENDMENT. Standing count 21 for 16 opposed 
Passed 

VOTE AMENDED ARTICLE: Standing count 24 for 15 opposed 
Passed 


ARTICLE 6: We, the undersigned, at the request of Gary Hamil ask the town 
of Orange to vote to abolish the position and salary established by vote, March 
2005, of Director of Cultural Affairs and Recreation naming Gary Hamil as first 
director. ( By Petition) 

Dan Hazelton made a note that Hamel is spelt incorrectly. 

Discussion: Charlie Sova recommended that the article be passed over. All 
that needs to be done is for Gary Hamel to resign the position. This leaves the 
position available for future use. Seconded by Scott Sanborn. Henry Minasian 
asks if the money would stay in the budget? The Selectmen said that it would 
go into the General Fund. Bob Proulx said 


that the Budget Committee did not include this in this years budget in 
anticipation of this article.

Discussion: Barbara Smith would like to revisit the recycling situation. Do 
people realize that the tipping fees drive up the cost of trash pickup? We do 
have the option of taking recycling to the Canaan Recycling Center. This is a 
well run operation, with varying hours. The people that work there are very 
helpful, The more we through away the more it costs us. 

Pat Mercer talked with Northeast Waste and asked what it would cost to have 
them do our recycling. They agreed to pickup our recycling every two weeks 
for $5,000. “This is for information only, we now have two options. Please think 
about it”. This is brought up every year, something needs to be done. Charlie 
said the Town paid $1,250 to Canaan Transfer last year, this year we will pay 
$1,800. We would save 70 per ton if we used recycling. Bill Fulton said, that if 
you think of the weight of newspapers and magazines at $70 per ton, if we 
recycled them it would save that much.. Anita Watson Garland is afraid that 
either one would not make a difference, education makes a difference. Bob 
Proulx suggested setting up a committee to study this for next year. Right now 
he would like to get people to Canaan, Guy DiFrancesco said that it would be 
ridiculous to pay more for recycling when we have reasonable recycling 
available. Charlie Sova brought up that two years ago he suggested a committee 
to look into recycling, only one person was available. Bill Fulton suggests that

we talk to our neighbors about recycling. Henry Minasian asked about taking 
trash to Canaan. The Selectmen said that Canaan does not want our trash, just 
recycling. 

Danny will put up a sheet for a recycling committee.
